“The heart suffers very little from 
interrup ted circulation as long as care 
is taken that It lias enough oxygen, 
nnd it may la* stop p ed for five or even 
ten minutes without danger, while in 
the sp inal marrow tin* circulation may 
be stop p ed as long as tw enty minutes.

The weather bureau at Washington 
has been collecting statistics and facts 
about cyclones nnd tornadoes for many 
years, and the exp erts have succeeded 
in securing considerable valuuble data 
about the big winds; buL after all, the 
freaks of the storm are tlie tilings that 
give it sp ecial interest, and if all these 
were p rop erly classified some rem arka­ 
ble reading would be furnished. Every 
visitation of a tornado adds to this val­ 
uable storehouse of queer freaks. 
It is not uncommon for the whirling 
wind to cut a house In half, demolish­ 
ing one side and leaving the other un- 
disturtMxl 
This hap p ened In an Iowa 
tornado, ami tlie p art th at was left in­ 
tact was so little disturbed that the 
clock on the mantel continued ticking, 
as if nothing bad hap p ened. 
In 
the Texas town 
o< Sherman, 
which was visited by a tornado in 
18 00, two houses were p icked up and 
carried into the air, where tliey ex- 
p loded. Every one lu them was severe­ 
ly Injured excep t n baby, which did not 
receive so much as a scratch. 
A man 
milking a cow in a shed saw the cow 
and shed cftrried up in the air, but he 
was not so much as touched. 
Not a 
drop of the milk in his p ail was sp illed 
or disturbed. 
In the St. Ixmis tornado of the same 
year a cnrjH*t in the p arlor of one house 
was p ulled up by the twister and car­ 
ried aw ay a few hundred yards w ith­ 
out so much as a rent being torn in it. 
The tacks had been p ulled up as neatly 
as if extracted by a careful carp et 
layer. 
In another house the bedclothing and 
mattress were lifted from the bed, and 
tin* bedstead was left intact. 
A resi­ 
dent was carried through the roof of 
another house with the I» ed and drop - 
tied a quarter of a mile aw ay without 
injury. The mattress saved him in the 
fall, and he p icked himself up in a va­ 
cant lot to dress without knowing ex­ 
actly w hat had hap p ened to him. 
The "twisters" have been known to 
p ull nails out of shingles and then go 
on to p ick up a chimney bodily and 
carry it through the air. 
In Kansas 
one p icked up a buggy and landed it in 
the branches of a tree. 
At another 
time it rip p ed the harness comp letely 
off a horse and left horse, buggy and 
man uninjured. 
In Louisville, in 
181*0. 
a tornado carried tlie roof off n house 
and p ulled a child from the m other’s 
arm s and carried it safely to another 
house six blocks away. 
But these are merely among the 
harmless freaks of the Mg wind. There 
are others more heartrending. 
It has 
dismembered human M-lngs, tearing 
arm s and legs from the body, and 
twisted the hair of women into rop es. 
In K ansas it drove a p iece of scantling 
six inches square through the body of 
a hog. 
At another time it blew in the 
door of a farm er’s bouse and carried 
the owner away on the door, to drop 
him In the branches of a tree. 
The 
tornado did not hurt him, but he broke 
his neck falling from the tree to the 
ground. 
No one has succeeded in measuring 
the full force of a tornado, hut it Is 
known to travel at the ruto of 200 
m iles and more an hour. 
Tornadoes 
are exciting more general 
attention than 
form erly because of the 
greater nunilH*r 
of towns and villages 
located in the tornado 
Ih*IL 
Each suc­ 
cessive one is more dangerous 
than its 
p redecessors because it la ap t to find 
more human material to destroy. 
For­ 
merly it might travel half the length 
of a continent without finding anything 
in Its p ath to destroy excep t grass, 
trees and oensiotinlly the crop s of a 
solitary farmer. 
Today, If it followed 
the sifint* route, it might p ass over a 
dozen villages and towns. 
The only tiling that can p ossibly 
break tin* force of a tornado Is a range 
of mountains. 
It 
may create wild 
havoc among the trees and bowlders 
of a mountain, hut It cannot carry the 
mountain Itself away. 
It will up root 
giant forest tr» *o.s, suck the w ater from 
wells and streams, twist and demolish 
iron bridges and carry up houses, but 
tin* mountain« are p roof against the 
mighty force of tin* wind. 
Until we know how to control tlie 
tornado or find some means of battling 
it. its menacing danger uniat always 
be a source of considerable uneasiness 
In tin* great p lain sections of the coun­ 
try. 
But. like earthquakes, the tor­ 
nado nnd cyclone do not come every 
year, nnd sometimes they defer their 
visit for a decade or so. for which we 
may he thankful.—George E. Walsh iu 
H arp er’s Weekly.

Longer Dangerous. 


Tho following very interesting state 
men ta, nome of which are considers I 
.striking by the lending lights of French 
medical science, were m ade recently In 
Paris by I »r. Alexis Carrel of the 
Rockefeller Institute For Medical Re 
search, New York, ut bis first official 
lecture at the Paul I Ion u J on hospital. 
Lr. Carrel announoi'd th at ho was 
now able to ofter*to in the chest cav 
ity w ith as much ease and safety as 
In the abdomen. 
“It. is now a sim ple 
cut.’’ he said, “and we ojien the thorax 
and operate ujkmi the lungs, heurt and 
aorta as we treat tile kidneys and the 
intestines. 
We now know also Just 
how much the brain, the spinal coni 
and the heart can stand as regards 
tile tem porary anaesthetics required 
liy* o|H*rntions. 
“T he heart suffers very little from 
interrupted circulation as long as care 
Is taken th a t it lins enough oxygen. 
and it may is* stopped for five or even 
ten m inutes w ithout danger, while iii 
the spinal m arrow the circulation may 
Is' stopped as long uh tw enty m inutes. 
“ For the brain, however, four min­ 
utes Is the lim it of snfety. and nfter 
five It is very difficult to restore nor­ 
mal conditions.” 
A huge field of work rem ained, he 
said in conclusion, to be done as re­ 
gards 
operations 
upon 
the 
hum an 
heart, and the study of these w as of 
the greatest possible importance. This 
was especially true of surgery 
for 
aneurism s and the shrinking of the 
aorta or pulm onary arteries. 
Tho b>cture was received w ith great 
enthusiasm .
